No  con^laints  were  received  of  river 
pollution  edthougli  frecuent  visits  are  made  to  the  ^rorlcs  by  the  Rivers  Booxd 
inspector. 

There  were  no  nov/  sev/erage  schemes  corm-.enced  during  the  p'ear,  although 
si::ce  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  prepareitions  were  in  px'Ogrcss  for  presenting 
to  the  ministry  of  Health  proposals  to  sewer  Chipping  and  Hurst  Green  villages.

I'l 
is  cstirrated  that  approrcimatclj/"  15O  houses  arc  rccjuirod  to  overcome  the  sliortc-ge. 

It  is  plcasrig  to  record  that  the  Council  hove  in  hand  housing  schemes  for  these 
ncrticuLar  areas. 


Ovcrcro\^d.ing  is  cormaon  in  the  district  and  is  due  lc'rgel3'-  to  wjr-time 
merriages  and  the  shortage  of  houses.  This  is  less  aoutc  in  this  area,  than  iii  those 
■'.'hieh  have  suffered  grccdtcr  houshig  losses  'by  cncmj/  action. 


Difficulties  are  often  encountered  in  sccirring  the  repair  of  defective 
housing  conditions,  again  due  largely  to  the  shortage  of  building  laboiu* 
inatorials.  imother  drawbacjc  is  caused  b^"  the  opera.tion  of  thu  Rent  Restriction 
lets  which  prohibit  rent  increases  on  account  of  repairs,  these  nccesscr:^  repairs 
Lxe  often  neglected  for  purely  fincncial  reasons  caused  by  the  steep  rise  iii 
building  prices  co  pared  with  the  fixed  house  rents.
